3.—I noticed your 
editorial “After the Canadian Elec- 
tion,” advocating a repeal of the tariff 
on agricultural products of Canada. 
Well go ahead and start something. We 
farmers were about toa launch a couriter 
offensive in asking for the lowering of 
the duties on some of your pet manufac- 
tured articles that we buy. Maybe the 
best defense would be an offense. 

When I first read your article I was @ 
little *‘ het up,” but finally decided it only 
shows the usual urban lack of grasp of 
the agricultural situation and its rela- 
tion to the rest of the country. What 
you need ig more enlightenment, judging 
by somie of the fallacies you quoted in 
your editorial. 

Men. who know are looking forward 
to the time when we will no longer have 
a surplus of farm products to export, 
and then, and only then, will a tariff do 
any good and place the farmer on an 
equality with the rest of this highly pro- 
tected land. Do you think you can in- 
sure our future food supply by letting 
in cheap fareign foodstuffs and thereby 
ruining American agriculture? You say 
“ Yes, like England.” God forbid that 
we ever get in England's boots, depend- 
ing on her overseas commerce for her 
very existence. Are you worried about 
your future three squares a day? Then 
let me tell you how to provide for them. 


Just give the farmer a price in propor-°* 


tion to the price of other. things and 
he will do the rest. 

Every practical farmer knows that the 
yield of his land could be doubled in 
less than ten:years if he were assured 
a profit in so doing. I am hot sure jus* 
how he is going to get these prices, but 
anyhow we want a few tariff schedules 
around in case they come in handy. 
Personally I believe in protection but I 
want to see its benefits passed around. 

This I believe is the first season the 
duty on Canadian wheat ever helped as 
we are almost on a domestic basis as 
regards our own wheat. To remove this 
duty would not éven help the Canadian 
farmer, because if he sells us wheat wo 
will be forced to sell that much more

his own. Where would there be any 
grounds for reciprocity in this? 

No, you had better.go on raving: about 
prohibition, the league of nations, or 
what not, but lay off agriculture until 
you have sat at the feet of men who 
have spent their lifetime studying the 
subject.
